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The CASE of Daniel Hoar Merchant, Alderman 
of ( and one of His Majeſties Juflices of the Peace 
for _) the Townof Kingſton »pon Hull. 


O04 R was Elefted Alderman, and ordered to be {worn the 
then next Court-day, 

He took the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance, and that of 
an Alderman, and Juſtice of Peace, as alſo the Oaths appoint- 
cd by Att of Parliament for regulating of Corporatiors ; and 

ſubſcribed the Declaration there direCted, and took the Sacrament, as by 
Law required, within a year before he was ſo ſworn. 

He ſerved the Othce of Mayor of the ſaid Town, and took the Sacrament 
and all the Oathes, and ſubſcribed all the Declarations by Law required. 
He took the ſaid Oaths, ſubſcribed the ſaid Declaration, and ſerved the 
ſaid Town in the Office of Coroner, and hath every year tince taken the 
Sacrament in his Pariſh-Church, as by Law required, whcn the fame hath 
been Adminiſtred there. 

A Letter from His Majeſty and His Moſt Honourable Privy- Council came 
to Hull, wherein was ſet down the Purport of the Act tor regulating Cor- 
porations, made 1n the Thirteenth year of His Majeſtics Reign 5 The Let- 
ter required the Mayor and Aldermen, to examine whether all the Magi- 
ſtrates of that Town had taken the Sacrament, the Oaths, and ſubſcribed 
the Declaration, as by the ſaid Act was required, and to remove ſuch as had 
failed therein, and certifie their names to that molt Honourable Board. 

A Certificate was drawn up, wherein 1t was humbly certihed, That all 
perfons-in Office did duly take the Sacrament within one year before their 
being elected into their reſpe&ive Offices, according to the Rites of the 
Church of Emneland, except Alderman Hoare choſen 8. Feb. 1671, who 
though he had not taken the Sacrament within a year before his Election, 
yet he took it before he was ſworn Alderman, and every year fince. 

The Certificate above mention'd was agreed upon by the Mayor, and the 
majority of the Aldermen, to be ſent to His Majefty and Council, vis. Six 
againlt Five, and it was accordingly ſigned by George Crawle Mayor, 
Chriſtopher Richardſon, Richard Frank, Thomas Johnſon, fokn Rogers, and 


William Shiers. And the fame day a Letter was writ and ſignd by 


the ſame perſons, directed to the Right Honourable the Earl of Sunderland ; 
in which the Certificate aforeſaid, was order'd to be incloſed and ſeri 
away. 

The Mayor and Eight Aldermen met ( when Alderman Hoare and moſt of 
his Fricnds were abſent); where by Five againſt Three it was carried, T hat 
the Certificate aforeſaid ſhould not be fent forward to the King, but that 
a new one {hould be drawn, and made to bear date the Seventh of May as 
the former did, which accordingly was done, and thereby they certified, 


'That Daziel Hoare had not made it appear to them, that he had taken the 


Sacrament within a year before his being Ele&ed Alderman; and that 
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therenper; they had Voted his place void, which Vote they macle that very 
Muay (and fot betore ): And yet A Certihcate thereot was lign'd by George 
Crawle Mayor, William Foxley, Richard Frank, Anthony Lambert, Hum- 
jkry Duncalfe, and Herry Maſters, dated the Seventh of May; ard the laſt 
Five [121d allo the aforclaid Letter dated the Seventh of May diretted to 
the Earl of Sunderland :; and therein they incloſcd this new Certificate 
and {ent the ſame immediately to the ſaid Earl, before it was confirmed by 
a ſucceeding Court, which was contrary to the conſtant methods of the 
proceedings of the ſaid Mayor and Aldermen, in all Caſes of the like na- 
ture; and was a trick playd to affront the ſaid Hoare. 

Hare hnding himſelf thus ſurpriſed, made application to the Mayor, and 
thoſe Allermen who had ſubſcribed the firſt Certificate, for relief ; who 
though nor able ro retreive the Certificate obtained by a trick as aforeſaid. 
ver they di4 give a new Certificate under their hands , purporting 
that the {aid Hoar had taken the Sacrament as required by A& of Parlia- 
ment, with all the Oaths, before his being ſworn Alderman; and made 
the ſeveral Subſcriptions and Declarations required by the ACt for Regu- 
lating Corporations, that he had duly taken the Sacrament every year, 
ſinc2 his en:tring upon that Office, and took the ſaid Oaths, and Sacra- 
ment, and ſubſcribed the ſaid Declarations, and abjur'd the Covenant in 
the year 1674, when he ſerved the Office of Mayor, (at his very great 
charge ) to the abundant fatisfattion and honour of the whole Corpo- 
ration. 

The Miniſter, and the ſeveral Church-Wardens, and Pariſh Clerk of St, 
Marys, in Kingſtone upon Hull, did humbly certifie, That the ſaid Dariel 
Hoar had duly taken the Sacrament according to the Rites of the Church 
of England, when Adminiſtred within the ſaid Pariſh-Church, every year 
ſince his living thereinz which he had done ever ſince the year 1672. 

4 The Mayor and Aldermen then Aiſembled, and ordered Mr. Charles Vaux, 
their Town Clerk, to give Mr. Hozr notice of their Vote of the Thir- 
teenth of May,whereby they had declared his Office of Alderman Void. 

b Hereupon the ſaid Hoare humbly Petitioned His Majeſty in Council for 
relief, praying to be continued in his Office, and annexed the Certificates 
of the 19th, and 21ſt of May, aforeſaid, to the ſaid Petition; on which 
day, the Right Honourable Earl of Sunderland, by His Majeſties Command 
Writ to the Mayor and Aldermen, fignifying His Majeſttes pleaſure 
to be, That they ſhould not proceed any further, nor chule any Alderman 
in Mr. Hoar's room, till His Majeſty ſhould have examined the matter by 
His Privy Council; and thereupon ſignified His further direCtions to them 
therein. 

His Majeſty in Council wes pleaſed, upon Reading the ſaid Hoar's Peti- 
tion, and Czrtificates annexed, to ſwear him, and Alderman Thomas Fohn- 
ſon, to the truth thercof; and thereupon ordered that the ſaid Hoar 
ſhould be continued the ſaid Office of Alderman, and enjoy all the Rites 
and Priviledges thereunto belonging, as fully, as if the ſaid Office had ne- 
ver been dcclared void 3 Requiring the Mayor and Aldermen of the ſaid 
Town to take notice thereof, and govern themſelves accordingly. 

Hoar moved the Court of Kings Bench for a Mandamws to reltore him to 
the ſaid Office, and obtain'd the ſame, but never made any ufc thereof. 
The Mayor and Aldermen, when they were juſt proceeding to a new 


EleQion of an Alderman, were attended with the Letter of the Earl of 
Sunder- 
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md's, ani Order of Council aforcſaid, whereupon they defaſted 


from ſuch Election, and readmitted Hoare into his place, 1n which he hath 
ever {i1c2 continued. At which time the Court was moved to join 1n a Pe- 
tition to his Maj-ſty, to revoke the ſaid Order, which was refuſed ; Ne- 


vorthclels, 

13 yh. 16909. A Puition in the name of I il/ian Foxly, William Ramſden, William Shin- 
ik | ner, Anthony Lambert, Humphry Duncalfe, and Henry Maſters, Aldermen 
of Hull, was prelented to his Majeſty and Council on behalt (as is alledged) 
of thc mſclves and the chiet Burgeſles of that Town,wherein they let forth, 
That Alderman Hoare had not made appear to them that he took the Sacra- 
ment within twelve Months before his EleCtion, and therefore they had vo- 
ted his place void, and were adviſed it would be of dangerous conſequen- 
ces to the Petitioners and other the Juſtices and Officers of that Town, to 
join in any Act of adminiſtration of Juſtice with one whole place was 
void : Praycd therefore the Diſcharge of the Order of Council for Hoare's 
continuing Alderman, that the matter might be heard in Council, and Mr. 
Hoare left to his remedy at Law for being reſ{tored to the ſaid Office. 

His Majeſty upon reading the ſaid Petition was pleaſed to order a Hear- 
ing of this Matter at Council-Board within ten days after notice to Mr. Al- 
derman Hoare 5 which Hearing falls out to be the 15. Sept. 1680. 

Wnt 31. 16809, Mr. Hoare obtained an Order for ſummoning Witnelles, which being to be 

{cnt to Hul/, and they ſummon'd and to come up by the 15th. of Sept. was 
almoſt impoſſible, eſpecially it falling out that moſt of them were then to 
be at Holden-Fair. Wheretore he by two humble P-titions two ſeveral 
Council-days, pray'd a further time ; but the more important Afﬀairs of 
State prevented the making any Order upon thoſe Petitions, ſo that he 
will want much of the Evidence upon his Hearing, which otherwiſe he 
might have had. 

He humbly prays favour therefore, that Cognizance be taken of a Cer- 
tificate returned to his Majeſty in Council, Signed by the Mayor and five 
Aldermen, the Sherift and Chamberlain of Hx/l, and about 120 of the 
Chief Burgeſlcs of that Town. The Contents whereof is as followeth.

EE the Mayor, Aldermen, Sheriffs, and other Burgeſſes of the 

Town of Kingiion upon Hal, do humbly certifie all whom it 
may concern, that we have known Mr. Dar. Hoar of this Town many 
years to be an able Merchant both for Parts and Eſtate; that we have not 
been privy to the drawing or preſenting any Petition (or know any cauſe 
for the ſame) to the King and Council againſt him, That he hath been an 
Alderman and Juſtice of the Peace for the Town and County this eight or 
ninc years, and ſo demean'd himſelf in thoſe Offices, as that we have not 
known or heard of any complaint againſt him; That he hath carried on the 
Chargeable Office of Mayor, to the Satisfaction and Credit of the Corpo- 
ration : That he hath appeared as a Loyal Subject on all occaſions both in 
Church and State. Given under our Hands 11. Avg. 1680.

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Pon the whole matter the ſaid Hoare moſt kumbly offers to Conſide- 
I ration, T hat there 1s no Objection made agan {t him in the Perition, 
or otherwite, fave only that he had not made it appear that he took the 
Sacrament according to the Rites oft the Church :o£t Fr; laiid wHhin one 
year before his Election; but the Petition doth not ſay that Hoare had not 
taken it within that time. 

In Anſwer to which Objection he prays that it may be obſerved : 

I. The AQ of 13th of the Kivg for Regulating Corporations, does not 
requireany manxafter he hath been in an Othce 9 or 1c years, to prove he took 
the Sacrament within twelve Months betore his being Elected into the ſame; 
it it d1d, and it all men in Office were to be turn'd out that could not 
make ſuch proof, it's more than probable that halt the Officers in Eneland 
would be removed. 

IT. It is polttively proved he took the Sacrament and Oaths, abjured 
the Covenant, {tgned the Declaration by Law required, before ke was 
Sworn Alderman, and did the like 1n 1674, when he was choſen and ſerv- 
ed Mayor, and hath duly taken the Sacrament every year fince, and isnow 
a Juſtice of Peace, and therefore after having ſerved Mayor, and ſpent near 
200 [. mm Fines, and detraying the charge of that Othce, It would lcem 
verv hard to put him out of his Office of Alderman, only becauſe he can- 
not Prove he took the Sacrament within twelve Months before he was cho- 
{-n to that Office, elpccially ftince that choice did not make him Alderman 
till he was Sworn, and before he was Sworn he had Cone all that the Layy 
required, to capacitate him for Alderman. 

11. He being choſen 8. Feb. 1671, and Sworn the 22th. of that Month, 
if he had not taken the Sacrament betore his Ele&tion, and by reaſon therc- 
ot his Office of Alderman had been void according to the ſtrict letter of 
the Law 3; yet by his Majcſties Gracious Act of free Pardon paſt in 167 2 
that omiſſion 1s forgiven, and it is not in the leaſt pretended that he hath 
done any AC ſince whereby to forfeit his ſaid Office, which he hath many 
times freely offered to have latd down, and doth not now conteſt the ſame 
for any benefit or profit that arites thereby, but mecrly to defend his T oyalty 
and Integrity, and prevent the attront deligncd to be given lum, by ſome 
f-w of the preſent Aldermen. 

IV. The Intent of the Act of 13th of the King Was tO Prevent dilloyal 
p: rſons, or perſors diflenting trom the Church of F'» g/4d, trom being cho- 
ſen into Othces; but was never del1gned to turn Loyal Subjctts and truc Sons 
of the Church out of Offices, becaniic they had not the ſpirit of Divinati- 
on, to know beftore-hand when they ſhould be choſen into Cities, ard lo 
take the Sacrament purpoſely to qualihe them for ſuch I le&tions.

His Cauſe upon tbe Petition of Alderman Skinner, Foxlye, Ramſden, &c, againſt 
cAlderman Hoare of Hull, being fully heard by bus Majeſty in (ouncil, where re- 
etlions were made by the Petitioners Council, as if the Sub/criptions to the Certificate of the 
Mayor, eAldermen, Sheriff, Chamberlain, and chief Burgeſſes of Hull were only the Sub- 
fſcr:iptions of Taylors, Carpenters, Coblers, and Apprentices, &c. and obtained ty Threats 
and menaces, at thg ſeveral Subſcribers houſes : Flis Majeſiy im Council was pleaſed upon 
bearing of Col. Gibbyes Evidence concerning Mr. eAlderman Hoare? Loyalty, axd his pr 
dent demeanour in his ſeveral Capacities, as Alderman, /iyor, Corroner, and juſtice of 
the Peace of the ſaid Town, to make no other Order, or pive any ot rer durettion than that the 
matter ſhould be refer*d to the Common Law.
